Relative to the depositions to he taken from various doctors 
both in Dallas and Washington, the main questions which have 
been raised either by witnesses or speculative articles in the 
press are: - 

1} the direction from which bullets might have 
have come. 

2) how many bullets appear to have been involved 

from the medical viewpoint. ' 

3) did any of the doctors change their original 
opinion on these matters. 

4} what characteristics did the wounds of the Presi- 
dent have prior to any disturbing of them for 
treatment purposes as might affect the judgment 
of those performing the "post mortem?" 

I assume a post mortem was also conducted in Dallas on the b - y 
of Lee Oswald, Inasmuch as there has been considerable talk of 
"operations" he might have had in Russia, in view of the fact that 
we are dealing with an obviously unstable person, was anything 
indicated in the post mortem vhich might be a clue to the degree 
of his instability? Was the Dallas post mortem handled carefully 
with a view to what might be found out about Oswald's abnormalities, 
if- any?. . v
